Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments (see applicants brief page 5, line 17 to page 6, line 13, and page 7 
line 20 to page 8, line 2), filed June 22, 2004, with respect to claims 1,12, 24, 30, 32, 34, 36 and 
39 have been fully considered in view of the applicants definition of "hierarchy" (see 
specification, pages 6-9) and are persuasive. 

The rejection of independent claims 1, 12, 24, 30, 32, 34, 36 and 39 is withdrawn. 

The rejection of dependent claims 2-8, 14-16, 19, 32-35 and 41 is withdrawn. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-9, 12, 14-20, 24, 25, 27-41 are allowed.
